While inner-city kids join gangs as a 
means of survival and economic 
opportunity, suburban and rural kids 
are drawn to gangs because of the 
excitement that gang-involvement 
provides. 

“A lot of parents assume that their 
kids couldn’t be at risk (of joining a 
gang) because of their religious back- 
ground or economic status. I don’t 
think either of those things can neces- 
sarily protect kids from gangs,” 
Arciaga said. 

Former gang members have 
expressed the need for prevention 
efforts to be made early, while chil- 
dren are still young. By age 12 or 13,

Is junk food healthy’?

SAN FRANCISCO — A new study suggests health-food enthusiasts got it all 
wrong: Artificial flavorings in everything from barbecue potato chips to tooth- 
paste may actually be good for you. 

The reason: All sorts of artificial flavors contain salicylates, a chemical 
cousin of aspirin. And aspirin is known to reduce the risk of heart attacks by 
preventing blood clots. 

The new study found that people take in the equivalent of one baby aspirin a 
day from the artificial flavorings put in processed foods. 

The researchers say that Americans’ taste for artificial flavorings may help 
explain why fewer people are dying from heart attacks. 

“We are presenting what we consider to be a plausible hypothesis, but it 
needs a lot more exploration,” said Lillian M. Ingster of the National Center for 
Health Statistics in Hyattsville, Md. 

Deaths from heart attacks rose steadily through this century until about 30 
years ago, when they began to fall. Experts have searched for reasons to 
explain this and have come up with several, including less smoking, lower con- 
sumption of saturated fats, better medicines and more exercise. 

The problem, though, is that heart disease began to drop before most of the 
healthier living habits came into vogue. 

“The decline in heart disease started rather abruptly in the mid-’60s. Within 
about three or four years it spread across the country. It’s hard to imagine that 
something like cholesterol lowering or blood pressure treatment could explain 
it,” said Ingster’s colleague Dr, Manning Feinleib. 

Salicylates in food “may be the missing link in explaining why this decline 
occurred when it did as widely as it did.” 

Feinleib and Ingster presented their case for this new explanation Thursday at 
a conference sponsored by the American Heart Association. 

The researchers said they are not telling people to change their eating habits. 
Certainly, eating more junk food would be an unhealthy way to take in more 
salicylates. 

But eating the artificial flavorings in an ordinary American diet “is the equiv- 
alent of taking a baby aspirin or more a day. It’s not a trivial amount,” Feinleib 
said. 

One baby aspirin contains 80 milligrams, frequently recommended as a daily 
dose to ward off heart attacks, particularly in older people. 

Artificial flavorings are found in baked goods, soda, candy, chewing gum, 
ketchup, ice cream, pudding and much more. Mouthwash and toothpaste have 
them. 

Among the flavors that are often concocted with salicylates are strawberry, 
grape, butter, vanilla, cinnamon, mint, caramel and walnut. 

A normal diet has always included close chemical relatives of aspirin found in 
many natural sources, including oranges, raspberries, tomatoes, honey, tea and 
spices, such as curry, oregano, rosemary and turmeric.

Student’s dad 
helps people 
still in Cuba

Fueled by the recent downing of two 
U.S. civilian planes by Cuban MiGs, 
tensions between the United States 
and Cuba are rising in a way reminis- 
cent of the Kennedy era. The Senate 
passed tough new sanctions this week 
against Cuba, and President Clinton is 
under increasing pressure from 
Cuban-American voters to take action 
against Cuban leader Fidel Castro. 

Watching the situation between the 
United States and Cuba with particu- 
lar interest are BYU’s Cuban- 
American students who have friends 
and relatives still on the island. Frank 
Chavez, a BYU philosophy student 
from New York City, thinks the 
United States could be doing more. 

“What I’d like is just to see (Castro) 
removed from power by force,” 
Chavez said. “It just has to stop; 
there’s no reason why somebody 
should hurt someone else, and on 
such a great scale. J think that should 
preclude any international laws.” 

Helms-Burton bill was passed 
by t¥e Senate 74-22 in response to the 
Feb. 24 MiG attack that killed four 
Cuban-Americans.President Clinton 
also signed the bill, putting it into 
action March 12. 

In the Feb. 24 incident, Cuban fight- 
er planes shot down two civilian 
planes belonging to the Cuban expa- 
triate group Brothers to the Rescue 
over international waters. 

Chavez's father, Frank Chavez Sr., 
53, is a member of Brothers to the 
Rescue. He left Cuba at the age of 16, 
around the same time Castro came to 
power imt959. An electrical-engineer 
by trade, he spends his weekends 
helping others escape Castro’s tyran- 
ny. 

“T cannot see people suffer,” Chavez 
Sr. said. “Whatever it is in my power, 
I just do it.” 

Chavez Sr. serves as lookout in one 
of the organization’s Cessna 337 
Skymasters. Each Saturday they fly 
over the Straits of Florida in search of 
rafters fleeing Cuba. Brothers to the 


‘Rescue then drops supplies, such as 


ice chips and lip balm, to the rafters 
and radios its position to the U.S. 
Coast Guard. 

Chavez Sr. insists that, despite 
Castro’s accusations, Brothers to the 
Rescue is strictly a humanitarian 
effort. 

“TJ would not get involved with a ter- 
rorist group,” said Chavez Sr., who is 
second counselor to the bishop in his 
Miami ward. “If I knew that this was 
wrong I wouldn’t be in it.” 

He said the group gathers in prayer 
before each excursion. 

He would have been on one of the 
planes that fateful Saturday if not for 
a church meeting. 

“They called to ask me to go Friday 
night but I wasn’t home,” Chavez Sr. 
said. “It’s not my time to go, for 
whatever reason the Lord knows 
why.” 

Chavez said it’s hard for him to 
understand why his dad is willing to 
risk his life for people he doesn’t even 
know. 

“I was born here in free America. | 
don’t know what it’s like to be expro- 
priated of my things by the govern- 
ment or anyone,” Chavez said. 

“I say, ‘Pop, what are you doing on 
these planes? You're going to get 
killed; it’s dangerous.’” 

Chavez said his father told him that 
something happens to you when you 
see the people on this raft, and you 
know what they’re coming from. You 
just want to help them. 

“On one level I don’t want to com- 
prehend it,” Chavez said. “I just want 
to be like my other American friends. 
Something like this happens and none 
of my friends can relate to it, but I 
have to because I know my father and 
my grandparents and other people and 
what they’ ve been through.”

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Chavez Sr. feels the Cuban attack on 
the Brothers to the Rescue planes was 
aimed directly at the groups’ founder, 
Jose Basulto, who was flying that day

He said Castro knew who was up 
there and thought that by killing the 
organization’s leader and destroying 
the planes he could stop it. 

“We're helping people and Fidel 
cannot stand that,’ Chavez Sr. said. 
“That’s what it is and we’ll keep 
goin 
We can’t stop now and we shouldn’t 
stop.” 

Chavez Sr. expressed sadness at the 
deaths of Armando Alejandre, Mario 
de la Pena, Pablo Morales and Carlos 
Costa. “They did it because they felt 
in their hearts it was the right thing to 
do and it killed them and that’s what 
hurts,” he said. 

He would like to someday go back 
to Cuba when Castro is no longer in 
power. 

“There’s a lot of things to build, and 
I'd like to take the gospel to the 
island,” he said. 

According to church spokesman 
Don LeFevre, there is only one 
branch of The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints in Cuba. 
However, it is on the U.S. military 
installation at Guatanama Bay and is 
not affiliated with communist Cuba.

BYU Dining Services is presently 
considering several other locations on 
campus for a “satellite” food services 
center in addition to Cougareat II so 
more students can eat on campus. 


Scotland murderer was suspected 
pedophile, unstable gun enthusiast

DUNBLANE, Scotland — Around 
gun clubs, Thomas Hamilton had a 
reputation for being unstable. Yet 
police licensed the firearms he used 
to kill 16 kindergarten children, their 
teacher and then himself. 

Around the small central Scottish 
town of Dunblane, the balding, unem- 
ployed misfit obsessed with guns and 
running boys’ clubs was suspected of 
being a pedophile. 

Yet in 1984, when the local council 
barred him from using the high 
school for his weekly boys’ club 
meetings, Hamilton protested so 
effectively that Edinburgh authorities 
overruled the council — and admon- 
ished it not to act on gossip. 

Hamilton’s reputation as an unsta- 
ble, unsavory loner grew. Five weeks 
ago, a shooting range at nearby 
Callander refused him membership. 
In the final days of his life, Hamilton 
strove to defend his image. 

On the eve of Wednesday’s mas- 
sacre, Hamilton mailed packages to 
Scottish radio and television stations 
and The Scotsman newspaper. They 
contained copies of letters he had 
written declaring he was “not a per- 
vert” and accusing the police and oth- 
ers of spreading rumors. 

The bundles of seven letters includ- 
ed one that the 43-year-old Hamilton 
had sent to Queen Elizabeth II last 
week. Buckingham Palace said the 
queen had not answered. 

Hamilton complained of being 
banned from the Boy Scouts 22 years 
ago, about the attempts in the mid- 
1980s by the Stirling District Council 
to stop his boys’ clubs and, most of 
all, the suspicions. 

“T know that no child has ever made 
any complaint of a sinister or sexual 
nature against me,’ Hamilton wrote to 
the queen, who is the Boy Scouts’ 
patron. “ ... I cannot even walk the 
streets for fear of embarrassing 
ridicule.” 

Local council members and police 
were worried. Boys reported having 
to strip off their shirts and puff up 
their chests while Hamilton pho- 
tographed them in the gym. 

Yet no one could prove suspicions 
that Hamilton — who had no criminal 
record — was a pedophile. 

And no one dreamed a mass mur- 
derer lurked behind the argumenta- 
tive, overweight and unpopular loner, 
who resented the dwindling turnout at 
the boys’ club meetings he held every 
Thursday at 6 p.m. 

“Any one of us who met him was 
instantly alarmed,” said Anne 
Dickson, a member of the Stirling 
District Council. “This man appeared 
normal. Our reservation was not that 
he was going to flip his lid or get vio- 
lent.” 

Throughout the day, flowers piled 
up outside the empty Dunblane 
Primary School. There was talk of 
tearing down the whole school, or at 
least bulldozing the gymnasium 
where Hamilton massacred the 5- 
year-olds — 11 girls and five boys. 

Three of the 12 wounded children 
were in serious condition, hospital 
authorities said. 

In London, government and opposi- 
tion leaders joined in solemn tributes. 

“Sometimes the political disputes 
that we have ... can seem very petty 
besides human matters,” Prime 
Minister John Major told a silent 
House of Commons. 

Ron Taylor, headmaster of the 
Dunblane Primary School, described 
to reporters in a shaking voice the 
scene when he rushed in after calling 
the police. 

“We did what we could: We tried to 
stem the blood,” he said. “The chil- 
dren were traumatized. The ones 
injured were conscious but dis- 
tressed.” 


The letters Hamilton mailed were 
part of the relentless campaign he 
waged from the row house where he 
lived alone in Stirling, 5 miles South 
of Dunblane. 

He petitioned top politicians, wrote 
to parents and local authorities and 
recently printed leaflets — all protest- 
ing slurs on his reputation. Itywas all 
so unfair, he said. 

True, the Boy Scouts did ekpel him 
—. for a disorganized trip when boys 
were exposed to extreme cold, not for 
anything connected with sex, the 
association’s spokesman, John Fogg, 
said Thursday. 

In the 1984 dispute over ‘Hamilton’ s 
use of the school, Scottish Local 
Administration Commissioner Eric 
Gillett accused the regional council of 
ignoring evidence the boys’ group 
was well-run and acting on “com- 
plaints which proved to be a little bet- 
ter than gossip.” 

Hamilton had pelice-approved 
licenses for two .357-caliber revolvers 
and two 9-mm pistols, believed to be 
the weapons recovered at the school, 
and for two rifles.

“You have to have lots of cash. And 
there’s only two ways you can get it 
— either you’re wealthy yourself, or 
you go hat-in-hand to special interest 
groups,” said Josh Goldstein of the 
Center for Responsive Politics, a 
Washington group that tracks political 
spending. 

In contrast to Forbes, GOP hopefuls 
California Gov. Pete Wilson and 
Pennsylvania Sen. Arlen Specter 
dropped out early — long before any 
voters went to the polls — in part 
because of lack of money. 

And such top prospects as Jack 
Kemp, William Bennett and former 
Vice President Dan Quayle never 
joined the race given the challenge of 
matching Dole’s fund-raising 
prowess. 

Overall, Forbes won 900,545. votes 
— about 16 percent of those cast, 
putting him third behind Dole and the 
only remaining challenger, Pat 
Buchanan. The vast majority of his 
$30 million investment went for 
advertising. Forbes contended his pro- 
growth ideas, not his commercials and 
spending, propelled his candidacy. 
“The American people are not for 
sale,” he said.

‘Traffic 
problems 


addressed 
by UVSC

Bumper-to-bumper traffic is too 
mild to describe the area surrounding 
the entrance to Utah Valley State 
College and the 1200 South ramps to 
Interstate-15. 

A roundabout, UVSC’s proposed 
solution to‘the heavy traffic, was 
announced at a traffic meeting held 
earlier this month. 

A roundabout is a circular road with 
entrances and €xits for drivers to enter 
and leave typically found in European 
countries. 

Plans for theroundabout, the first 
constructed in Utah, are still concep- 
tual, said Val Peterson, UVSC assis- 
tant vice presidént of college rela- 
tions. 

“All road imprévement plans are 
waiting approval,” he said at a press 
conference Tuesday night. 

Residents reviewed conceptual 
drawings showing possible improve- 
ments to UVSC°s peripheral road, the 
roundabout, a short-term parking 
area, improved access to I-15 and a 
drop-off point-at the school’s entrance 
that would provide easier access to 
buses. 

UVSC will hold a construction bid 
in May and hopes to start part of the 
road improvement this summer. The 
road improvements — which have an 
estimated price tag of $6.8 million — 
is divided into two phases. 

The first phase includes building the 
roundabout and widening College 
Drive into three lanes with traffic 
flowing in both directions. A middle 
turn lane could be used as a traffic 
lane during high-impact special 
events. 

The second phase would be to con- 
struct a new access to the campus 
from the northbound I-15 offramp 
that will require two underpasses. 

Qne would be on the east side under 
1200 South and the other would be 
underneath the northbound I-15 on- 
ramp. 

The construction itself will cause 
traffic growth and additional 
headaches because the project could 
be finished as early as the middle of 
September after both BYU and UVSC 
commence Fall Semester, Brough 
said. 


US. can offer 


time to nations, 


not just money

Now is the time for the United 
States to take action in foreign policy, 
to focus broadly on foreign issues and 
to aid all nations in foreign affairs, 
said Barbara Crossette, United 
Nations bureau chief for The New 
York Times, at the Communications 
Department symposium Thursday. 

“The United States is known for its 
problem-solving skills, generosity and 
its ability to look outward,” Crossette 
said. 

“We cannot back down; we have the 
responsibility, and the ability,” she 
said. 

The United States should be focused 
on trying to make the world a better 
place and should give anything it can 
and that is not necessarily money, 
Crossette said. 

‘What we'need is a long-term effort, 
which is better than running from 
emergency to emergency,’ Crossette 
said. 

The problem is that the United 
States is falling away from everyday 
foreign policy. It does not want to 
help regularly; instead, it is geared 
more toward crisis management, she 
said. 

“Often we act by stepping back 
instead of stepping forward,” 
Crossette said. 

One problem in keeping the United 
States from making foreign progress 
is that policy is based on fragmented 
policies and selected facts, she said. 

More information and a deeper 
understanding about foreign affairs is 
needed from both the general public 
and foreign group leaders, Crossette 
said. 

Community agendas often influence 
foreign policy, but local politics’ 
influence causes tunnel vision, 
Crossette said. 

“The United States needs the world 
more than ever before and we know 
more than ever before because of 
technology,” she said.

On Tuesday, the NBA suspended 
him indefinitely for his refusal to 
stand during “The Star-Spangled 
Banner’ — an action he said he took 
because of his I§lamic beliefs. 

The NBA requires players to stand 
“in a dignified posture” while the 
national anthedn is played before 
games. Abdul-Rauf’s suspension cost 
him $31,707 for the game he missed 
Tuesday night. 

“Now I recognize there is a better 
approach,” Abdul-Rauf said. “In 
Islam, you honor your contract. And 
if after making a decision, you see 
that which ig»better, you do that.” 

“Am I sorry for it? Do I feel I'm 
wrong for Going what I did? No. This 
is what I believe. I’m not wrong for 
the stance I took. In no way am I 
compromising,” Abdul-Rauf said. 

It took*the league only a few min- 
utes to lift the suspension. 

“The NBA has always required that 
on-court personnel stand while the 
anthem is played. We do not believe 
this ig/inconsistent with anyone’s right 
to freedom of expression or religion.” 
the l€ague said in a statement. 

“We are pleased that Mahmoud 
Abdul-Rauf has found a way to rec- 
oncile his personal beliefs with this 
long-recognized custom.” 

Abdul-Rauf has refused to stand 
during the anthem this season and 
instead waited, sat-or stretched on the 
bench, or faced away from the flag. 
He said the anthem was a form of 


enationalistic worship forbidden in 


Islam, but other Muslim players and 
scholars disputed his interpretation. 

He also had said the flag was a sym- 
bol of tyranny and oppression. 

Abdul-Rauf’s comments and result- 
ing suspension turned the issue into a 
national debate, and it appeared likely 
the dispute was headed to court. 

The players’ union, the league and 
Abdul-Rauf’s representatives had 
been discussing the issue all day 
Wednesday, and he altered his posi- 
tion in comments to ESPN Thursday. 

“We are pleased that Mahmoud was 
able to stay true to his beliefs and 
convictions and ... work out a satisfac- 
tory settlement regarding the league’s 
disciplinary action,” said Alex 
English, interim head of the NBA 
players’ association. 

“We are relieved to get this behind 
us and very glad Mahmoud is back 
and ready to play basketball,” said 
Charlie Lyons, president of the 
Nuggets’ ownership group. 

Abdul-Rauf converted to Islam in 
1991 and changed his name from 
Chris Jackson in 1993. A 6-foot-1 
point guard, he leads the team in scor- 
ing.

While the great mythic lawgivers have 
traditionally been men, most cultures have 
represented the figure of Justice as a young 
woman. At the same time, the symbolic 
attributes associated with that figure have 
varied from culture to culture. The sword, 
seales, and blindfold conventionally attrib- 
uted to Justice in the West are the result 

of a distinct historical process and of specific 


The figure and idea of Justice re-emerged 
in Europe in the 13th century, just at the 
time when the early universities were redis- 
covering the manuscripts of Roman law. 

The attributes initially attached to her were 
sword and scales, which stemmed from two 
separate classical traditions and were first 
linked by Christian allegory. 

The blindfold was not attributed to 
Justice until the late 15th century—initially 
with wholly negative associations and, again, 
as the result of specific historical cireum- 
stances: the conflict between local customary

law and the newly rediscovered Roman law. 
Only in the course of the 16th century was 
the blindfold rationalized into a symbol of 
judicial impartiality.

He chaired that department from 1973 
to 1979, when he was named dean of the 
graduate school, a position in which he served 
for 13 years. He holds a joint appointment in 
the Department of Comparative Literature.

Wearing a tan Windbreaker and 
sneakers, the 73-year-old Lee 
appealed for unity and reminded the 
islanders of his efforts to democratize 
Taiwan politics. 

“These are the things the Chinese 
Communists dare not do: political lib- 
eralization, freedom and democracy,” 
he said. “They see freedom and 
democracy and they are scared to 
death.” 

China accuses Lee, head of the 
Nationalist government that fled to 
Taiwan in 1949 after losing a civil 
war to Mao Tse-tung’s Communists, 
of discarding their shared doctrine of 
reunification. 

The war games started Tuesday, and 
have pushed tensions between the two 
sides to their worst since the late 
1950s, when Taiwan traded artillery 
barrages with China from islands near 
the mainland coast. 

Schoolchildren at some Taiwanese 
schools held annual air raid drills 
Thursday, timed to coincide with 
China’s eight days of missile tests 
near Taiwan.

Stay at WWII hospital changed Dole

BATTLE CREEK, Mich. — Sen. 
Bob Dole returned to walk the old 
hospital corridors Thursday where he 
> fought to restore his war-shattered 
body and first planned his eventual 
rise to Washington’s corridors of 
power. 

“T learned a lot about myself, I 
learned a lot about other people,” 
Dole said as he stood in what had 
been his 10th-floor ward of the Percy 
Jones Army Hospital. Dole spent long 
months there in the late 1940s, recu- 
perating from war wounds. 

Dole, 72, rarely talked about his war 
injury for most of his public career, 
but has emphasized it in recent weeks 
as part of an overall effort to show the 
human ‘side of a candidate once called 
a political hatchet man by his detrac- 
tons 

During a sentimental visit to the for- 
mer army hospital — it’s a federal 
buildingnow — Dole reminisced 
about his time here, most of it spent in 
bed. 

“T was very sick here,” he said siim- 
ply. Even today, Dole has no use of 
his right arfh and only partial use of 
his left arm as a result of the injury in 
Italy in 1945\) 

Dole wore & white hard hat during 
the visit. With the building under ren- 
ovation, wireéS and steel rods hung 
from the ceilitig. 

“We’re thinking of making this our 
(campaign)*headquarters,” he joked 
during a lighter moment. 

The Senate majority leader said it 
was during his time at the hospital 
that he decided to pursue a career in 
law and public service. “You have a 
lot of time on your hands,” he said. 

He denied the visit was an attempt 
to contrast his war record with 
President Clinton’s Vietnam War-era 
effortssto avoid the draft.

Conjoined twins Bessy and Doris 
Gonzales were in serious condition 
Thursday after surgery to separate 
shared brain blood vessels caused 
bleeding and extreme variances 
between the twins’ blood pressure. 

After surgery Tuesday, the second in 
a Series to separate the girls, Bessy, 
the smaller of the twins, went into 
seizures. Bleeding in the brain caused 
extremely high blood pressure. 

“They have had some surgery 
(Thursday) morning to evacuate the 
clotted blood in Bessy’s brain. They 
are still very critical but seem to be 
stabilizing somewhat, so we are 
watching them very closely,” said 
Laura Winder, Primary Children’s 
Medical Center spokeswoman. 

While the doctors attempted to con- 
trol Bessy’s blood pressure with med- 
ication, Doris’ blood pressure, already 
low, plummeted. 

Winder said that Miriam Walker, 
pediatric neurosurgeon in charge of 
the operation, had never seen such a 
dramatic difference in blood pressure 
between conjoined twins as in this 
case. 

The twins were born in Honduras by 
Caesarean section in September.

NEW YORK — Health maintenance 
organizations are enrolling 14,000 
Americans a day in a revolution that’s 
finally taming inflation in the world’s 
most expensive health care system. 
But cautionary tales of shabby hospi- 
ial care and doctors opting for the 
cheapest treatment, rather than the 
most appropriate, have spawned back- 
lash legislation in at least 40 states. 
More than 350 bills have been pro- 
posed this year, 50 percent more than 
in all of 1995. Taken together, they 
represent an enormous threat to health 
maintenance organizations and other 
managed care programs. 
Insured Americans, long accus- 
tomed to total freedom in choosing 
doctors and ample reimbursement for 
any test or surgery, chafed at HMO 
restrictions from the outset. But this 
time, the grousing has commitment, a 
core, potentially backed by the power 
of law, 
Many proposals would undermine 
the very premise of managed care, 
that costs can be controlled by 
restricting now and where people seek 
medical attention. 
They would force managed care 
programs to pay any doctor or hospi- 
tal a client uses, or allow clients to see 
specialists without pre-approval, or 
pay for emergency room care even if 
the emergency was imagined.

Conjoining at the head is the rarest 
form of conjoining and occurs in 
approximately one in 1,250,000 
births, accounting for 2 percent of all 
conjoined births. 

Because the twins share a major 
blood vessel connecting their blood 
supply, the process must be done 
gradually enough to let the brains 
build up their own network of vessels 
in the area without shocking the 
twins’ system by cutting the blood 
supply off too quickly. 

Winder said Walker had hoped to 
perform the next surgery in two 
weeks, completing the process in 
three surgeries. “But right now they 
are very ill. All plans are on hold till 
we see how they do,” Winder said. 

The twins came to Primary 
Children’s through Kimel Fisher, a 
dentist from Murray who met the 
twins’ mother while on a humanitari- 
an mission in Honduras. After months 
of negotiations, the twins were 
accepted as charity care patients and 
came to Utah with their mother on 
Feb. 20. 

Charity cases are not unusual at 
Primary Children’s. Winder said 
2,586 children were treated in 1995 
from funds from charity programs 
such as Festival of Trees and Pennies 
by the Inch.

Take Linda Ross of Yucaipa, Calif., 
who’s collecting signatures for an 
anti-HMO referendum in the state 
with the most concentrated HMO 
care. 

She blames negligence at an HMO- 
owned hospital for letting her 61- 
year-old mother languish four hours 
in an emergency room while a blood 
clot starved her body of oxygen.

Shlomo Dror, spokesman for the 
Israel army liaison with the 
Palestinians, said the U.S. govern- 
ment was being asked to provide spe- 
cial training for bomb-sniffing dog 
units and for electronic equipment to 
be used along the separation line. 
Israel also needs helicopters and all- 
terrain vehicles to help patrol the 
zone, he said. 

The proposal has been denounced 
by Palestinian leaders. 

Clinton left Israel Thursday evening, 
leaving behind a team of U.S. offi- 
cials including CIA Director John 
Deutch and Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher to work on an anti-terror- 
ism accord. The aim is to complete an 
agreement before Peres visits 
Washington late next month. 
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
